“PTE BIG WOSITOR. 

The placing of the big monitor Miantonomoh 
in commission at the Brooklyn navy yard 
created some surprise among offices of the 
navy here. They say this looks business-like 
and indicates that the navy is to supplement 
the failure of diplomacy. This monitor is 
the nonpareil of American warships. Though 
bearing the name of ‘‘monitor’’ she is a vast- 
ly more powertu) ship than any of the vesselis 
that came under that generai titie during our 
civil war. In fact the Miantonomoh could 
meet the whole fleet of old monitors and de- 
stroy them all, without once being in serious 
perii. 

. The Miantonomoh was bulit about the close 
of the war, and was one of the most formida- 
ble shipsinthe navy. She was built in the 
brooklyn navy yard, and originally her hull 
was of oak. She was 257 feet long, 53 feet 
broad and drew 15 feet 4'2 inches. Her iron 
armor was bolted on over ber hull. In 1872 
she was rebuilt in iron. She has been in the 
r yard since 1553 undergoing repairs or

A PLOT UNEARTHED TO ASSASSINATE 
WILLIAM O'BRIEN, 


Policemen Surround the Arms Depots— 
The Constabulary Placed at Mr. Dil- 
lon’s Disposal-— The Fighting Priest 
Warned—Party Strife Growing More 
Bitter. 


Cork, Oct. 30.—Asa result of last night's 
flerce fighting between the factions ninety- 
two persons, more or less seriously injured, 
reported to the hospital fortreatment. The 
majority of the visitors departed after hav- 
ing their cuts and bruises bandaged or other- 
wise attended to. Many, however, were found 
to be so seriously wounded that it was found 
necessary to detain them for more thorough 
treatment. With the light of morning came the 
startling announcement that the police were 
in possession of information going to show 
thata plothad been concocted to assassi- 
nate William O’Brien. At first the story was 
believed to be a canard, but as soon as It be- 
came known that Mr. O’Brien had hurriedly 
decam ped in consequence of the discovery, 
the excitement became intense. Atthe mo- 
ment of filing this dispatch the streets are 
filed with angry men, who threaten 
to arm themselves with more deadly 
weapons than blackthorns and stones. Strong 
guards of police are stationed in the vicinity 
of the gun shops and where ever eise it is 
possible to obtain firearms. The officers are 
doing their utmost to keep the turbulent and 
bellicose mobs in motion, but is a difficult 
task. The report of the murderous conspir- 
acy has terribly enranged the McCarthyites, 
who threaten to cast aside even the slight 
restraint which they have put upon them- 
selves and outdo the Parnelilites in deeds of 
violence. 

At an early hour Mr. Davitt arrived to fill 
the engagementsof Mr. O’Brien. Meantime 
the self-respecting and law-abiding citizens 
are becoming seriously apprehensive that 
the events which are disgracing the Irish 
cause inthis city willassume dimensions 60 
great as to make imperative the calling out 
of British troops to protect the Irish 
people from themselves. The candidates will 
be formally placed in nomination on Tuesday 
nextand the election will occur on the fol 
lowing Friday. The Parnellites deny that 
they intend giving up the fight in the event 
of the defeat of John F. Redmond, their can- 
didate for election to jthe seat inthe House of 
Commons for Cork, made vacant by Mr. 
Parnell’s death. They will, they insist, ad- 
here to their intention to hold a general con- 
vention.

SIXTEEN LIVES LOST 


The Oliver Beirne Disaster Worse Than 
First Reported. 


HEARTRENDING SCENES DURING THE 
PROGRESS OF THE FLAMES. 


List of the Injured—A St. Louis Lady 
Among the Dead—Capt. Thorwegan’s 
Account of the Fire and His Own Es- 
cape— History of the Burned Boat. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 30.—Capt. Thor- 
wegan, Clerk Entrikin, First Engineer Ed- 
ward Bird, Second Engineer Morgan Young: 
blood and a number of others who were 
Officers and passengers on the {ill-fated 
Oliver Beirne arrived at 8:30 this morning 
by the Mississippi Valley Railroad, which 
kindly extended the free use of its trains to 
all the sufferers. According to their stories 
the boat tied up forthenight at Milliken’s 
Bend. She had on board a crew of about fifty 
or sixty, both white and colored, and about 
200 passengers. Her cargo consisted 
of 708 bales of cotton and 100 
tons of miscellaneous freight. The colored 
night watchman was on duty, and first dis. 
covered the fire, waking up the Captain and 
the others. 

When Captain Thorwegan left the boat 
everybody else had gotten up, so rapidly 
did the fire spread. This was about 
8:30 o'clock. The ruins of the 
boat sank at daybreak, and she never left 
he bank to which she had been secured 
about midnight, 

The fire started somewhere about the 
center of the boat, and is Supposed to have 
been caused by sparks from a pipe which 
one of the deck passengers was smoking. 

The Captain had given special orders to 
guard against just such Gangerous practices 
and the passenger evidently enjoyed his 
costly smoke In hiding. Most of the passen- 
gers got off by the aft gang. 
ways, held on to the fenders 
and jumped injthe river, and were picked up 
by the yawl which the first engineer, Bird, 
and some ofthe crew rapidly launched. 

Mrs. Frazier threw her child to the lower 
deck ana slid down the hog chain, picked up 
her child and reached the bank. The child 
was badly injured and will probably die. 

The people on the boat were Kindly taken 
care of by the residents in the neighborhood 
and have since scaftered in all directions. 
Forty odd came to New Orleans, about thirty 
roustabouts boarded the Ouchita.

SEMINARY VS. ASSEMBLY. 


The Briggs Conference Fails to Agree— 
Methodist Confere nce— Religious. 


NEw YorK, Oct. 30.—The question whether 
Union Theological Seminary will continue 
under the controlof the General Assemby or 
become an independent institution continues 
to be a leading topic of discussion among 
those identified with the Seminary’s interests. 
Yesterday’s conference of the seminary 


authorities with the committee of fifteen ap- 
pointed by the General Assembly was earnest 
and protracted. 

At the adjournment of the conference last 
night the ob gene ag were made public. It 
appears that very little was accomplished 
and that nothing was settled. The 
seminary directors to a man _ stood 
by Dr. Briggs and maintained their right to 
control the institution without interference 
with the assembly. Dr. Hastings, aseminary 
director, read the statement of the board, 
which contained these words: *‘We recom 
mend that in order to prevent future miscon- 
ceptions of the interests of the board in this 
matter the following minute be entered upon 
our record: ‘Inasmuch as there appears to 
be in some quarters a misconception of the 
meaning and intent of the action of the board 
taken in 1870, wherevy ali appointments 
of a professor were to be reported 
to the General Assembly, and further provid- 
ing that no such appointments had to be con- 
sidered as a complete election is disapproved 
by a majority vote of the Assembly, this 
board would hereby record its conviction 
that the said action of 1870 was then under- 
stood by this board to refer to the election of 
additional members of the faculty, and not 
tothe appointment to new departments of 
instruction of professors already in office, or 
to their transfer from one chair to another as 
may seem expedient to the board.’ ’’ 

After deliberation the Assembly Committee 
made answer as follows: ‘*Whereas, Presi- 
Gent Hastings, representing the directors, 
communicated to the committee orally that 
the directors reserved the right to determine 
the question hereafter, and at the same time 
expressed the readiness of the directors to 
hear views of the committee on the subject, 
therefore this committee states that the Gen- 
eral Assembly has always regarded the said 
agreement or arrangementas binding legally 
or morally upon both parties tothe same, 
and it desires to know the views of the di- 
rectors upon the fundamental point, for if 
the agreement of arrangement is not legally 
or moraHy binding on both parties it 1s of no 
practical use to discuss what is the true con- 
Struction of the said arrangement or agree- 
ment.’’ 

To this the directors replied as follows, 
afteran hour’s deliberation: ‘‘Whereas, the 
question has been raised by the committee 
of the General] Assembly, now in conference 
with this board, as to the attitude of this 
board towdrd the arrangements of 1870; 

**Resolved, That this board, without sur- 
rendering itsinterpretation of said arrange- 
ment, fully recognizes its binaing force until 
it shall be proved to be illegal, or shall be 
properly abrogated.’’ 

This leaves the question one of law, and It 
is said to be the desire of both parties to push 
the case to a conclusion as soon as possible.

From Their Homes. 

Fort KENT, Me., Oct. 30.—Arostock County 
is rich in timber, and almost every acre is 
owned by non-residents. The increase in 
the price of spruce timber has made the tim- 
ber lands a gold mine, and as spruce may be 
cut once in seven years the lands have been 
kept closed to settiers.

squatted a great many years ago in the val- 
ley of the St. John, cleared littie patches of 
ground and built cabins. The land owners 
did hot object, because it was convenient to 
have their workmen on the ground. These 
settlements, called the Madawoska sgettie 

ments of Maine, have grown to be thriving 
villages, and the land upon which the squat- 
ters settied bas grown valuable. The non- 
resident land-owners have discovered the 


' fact, and have demanded of the occupiers of 


the land so large sums in payment for the 
land that there is nothing for them to do but 
vacate their homes. Last winter the Legis 
lature appropriated $30,000 to buy the land of 
the owners and settie the troubles, but the 
land ownersare obdurate in their demands 
for more than the original value of the lands. 
lgnorant Canadians unacquainted with the 
situation of affairs, continue to squat op the 
back lots, but the young men of the com. 
munities are leaving. The squatters tell 
tales of cruelty on the part of the evicters 
which are almost increditable. Here is one 
which, however, is well authenticated: 
A squatter named Pierce lived with his fam- 
on the Caribou River. He had refused to 
obey a notice to quit. As he was at work in 
his field he was seized by a party of land 
owners, handcuffed and tied toa wagon. His 
wife, whowas sick, was carried om his 
cabin on her bed. His children were evicted 
and the cabin was burned down before the 
eves of the helpless famiiy. Pierce was car- 
ried off and lodged in jail. The excitement 
among the squatters is very great and trouble 


is ex pected.

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SLAIN BY BANDITS. 


A Physician and His Escort Ambushed 
by Madagascar Savages. 


EVERY MEMBER OF THE PARTY OF 
FOURTEEN BUTCHERED. 


A Jungle Lining the Banks of the Betsi- 
boka River Screened the Natives From 
the Fire of the Defenseless Victims— 
Pillage Was the Object of the Attack— 
Pursuit Commenced. 


Paris, Oct. 30.—The Petit Journal publishes 
the news of a massacre by natives of French 
forming the escort of a medical 
(officer. The advices mentioned say that Dr. 
Beziat, chief of the medical staff of the 
French colony at Subervieville, was ascend- 
ing the Betsiboka River, escorted by eleven 
native soldiers, forming part of the auxiliary 
French force in that district. 

The doctor and his escorte were en route to 
Majunga, when they were suddenly attacked 
by a band of Madagascar bandits who 
| opened fire upon them from the river banks, 
where they had ambushed themselves so suc- 
cessfully that the French doctor’s party was 
| right under their rifies before the presence of 
/ the bandits became known, The native sol- 
\diers forming Dr. Beziat’s escort behaved 

bravely and promptly returned the fire 
| opened upon them from the jungle lining the 

banks of the Betsiboka. They were, however, 
| placed at a great disadvantage from the fact 
that while they formed a clear. target for the 
bandits, the latter were so effectively con- 
cealed that the escort was only able to aim at 
the puffs of smoke and flame issuing from the 
river banks, which denoted the hiding place 
of one of their concealed enemies. Moreover, 
the bandits had so distributed their forces 
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| soldiers 
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that they had a cross-fire telling upon the 
chief physician’s escort, against which the | 
latter could make but little impression. The | 
doctor’s boat, however, was Kept going | 
down stream as fast as possible, while the | 
escort answered the bandits’ fire. |

Dr. Beziat was one of the first to succumb | 
to the attack. He was shot through the 
body as he was emptying his revolver at the | 
natives hidden in the Danks, and as he staz.- | 
gered and was upon the point of falling a sec- | 
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ond shot hit bim, causing him to fall into the | 
river, where he was subsequently cispatched 
with assegais thrown bythe bandits from | 
[their hiding places. The native soldiers | 
forming the escort were also Killed by the 
bandits, who plundered the baggage of the 
doctor and took possession of everything 
portabie.

MUST PAY THE EXPENSES OF ADVERTIS- 
ING OUT OF HIS OWN POCKET, 


No Law to Cover an Assignment in Which 
There are no Assets—The Hunt Prop- 
erty to Be Sold—-A New York Firm 
Sued on an Attachment—Local Court 
Notes. 

An interesting case came up in Judge With- 


row’s Court to-day—probably the first of its 
Kind ever presented fora judge’s considera- 


tion, as an examination by the 
judge of the statutes failed to 
find any law providing for the 
case. The matter was brought to the Court’s 


attention by an application made by Attor- 
ney Car! Otto for the discharge of a client as 
receiver of a grocery, which trust he accept- 
ed Oct. 2. 
HAD MONEY BUT NOT EXPERIENCE. 
About six months ago George Knittel, hav- 
ing some capitaland being desirous of en- 


gaging in business, purchased A 
grocery store and saloon at  Eight- 
eenth and Madison streets for a sum 


in the neighborhood of $1.00. Knittel had 
no experience in the business and thought, it 
is stated, that there was about $40 worth 
more stock in the store than there really was. 
He did not make a success of the business, 
andon Oct. 2 made anassignment. He had 
never taken stock, and basing his 
judgment on what he thought the 
store was worth when he bought it, he 
placed bis assets at $1,220. J. H. Bothe of the 


bothe Carriage & Wagon Manufactur- 
ing Co. was appointea by the court 
as assignee and accepted the trust. On 


taking charge of the concern Bothe found 
that the Bush Brewing Co. hada mortgage 
on the piace for $775 and the stock was levied 
on to satisfy & judgment 
favor of obe F. Link for $1. 
To satisfy these claims as also any other cred- 
jtors who might put in an appearance there 
was, according to the statement o!f Attorney 
Otto to the court to-day, only property to the 
value of about $™®. As this would be entirely 
consumed in satifying the mortgage there 
was nothing left for the assignee to take 
charge of, and he wished to be discharged, 
SO LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

When the case was presented to Judge 
Withrow he said he appreciated the situa- 
tion, but there was no provision that he 
knew of providing for the discharge of an as 
signee other than the regular mode set down 
in the statute. To makesure, the Court 
examined the statute on the bench. Attorney 
Otto admitted that he had failed to discover 
any statute bearing directly on the matter, 
but pleaded the hardshipto which the posi. 
tion of receiver would subject bis client. Un- 
der the law he would be compelled to 
make out a. inventory of the stock and file it 
in court. Then he would have to advertise 
four times for creditors and later advertise 
the winding up of the estate. These 
expenses are ordinarily all paid outof the 
assets asisalsothe assignee’s fee. In this 
case, as the mortgage covers everything, 
there is no money to pay for the advertising, 
jegal services, ete., and Bothe must 

ay itoutofhis own pocket and go without 

is fee, which would be from $i to $20. 

Judge Withrow said that that was Mr. 
Bothe’s misfortune in accepting the trust and 
suggested that the only way he could see out of 
the difficulty was to continue the case in 
definitely. r. Otto did not like to 4o this, 
and Judge Withrow took the matter under 
advisement to see if he could find any iloop- 
hole out of the legai difficuity.

MUNICIPAL FRANCHISES. 


The report of Messrs. RosEWATER and 
SCHNECK, the commissioners appointed 
under an act of Congress to investigate the 
streets and subways of Washington, should 
receive the earnest consideration of all 
municipal officials, and especially mem- 
bers of city legislatures. 

These gentlemen are practical engineers 
of experience and recognized ability. They 
gave the subject thorough investigation, 
in which, after studying the conditions 
existing in many large cities of the 
world, and carefully comparing the 
results of various systems in vogue, 
they have arrived at the conclusion 
that a municipality should, under 
no circumstances, part with the own- 
ership of its streets or the rights apper- 
taining thereto. They have determined 
that it is far more advantageous for 
the city to retain ownership of all 
rights for public services, such as 
water, lighting, transit, and to hold con- 
trol of all electric wire privileges. They 
show by comparative statistics that the 
cities which have retained these rights 
and either operated or leased plants under 
them have secured better service than the 
cities giving or selling them outright and 
have made large permanent revenues out 
of them. A strong point made by the Com- 
missioners is that through the disposal of 
valuable franchises the greatest amount of 
municipal corruption is caused, as most of 
them are obtained by bribery of city 
officials. 

The history of franchise legislation in 
St. Louis affords a striking illustration of 
one phase of the subject. The disposal of 
our public service franchises has been a 
constant and fruitful source of corruption, 
and the manner of their disposition has 
caused the city the loss of millions of dol- 
lars of possible revenue which have been 
gobbled up by private speculators and in- 
vestors. It may not be possible for this 
city to regain its control of valuable fran-

How the Emergency Repair System Is Operated for the Benefit 
of Directors and Contractors. 


SOME NEW RACKETS. 


School Director Thomas J. Gibbons seeks 
re-election at the hands of the people. Al- 
though he has been inthe board scarcely a 
year, he is a valuable member of the Building 
Committee and the fourth member of the 
ring, making the majority in the committee 
of seven. Once in a while even Gibbons’ vig- 
orous constitution weakens and President 
Miller is called into fillthe breach. There is 
reason to belleve, however, that with a Little 
more experience Gibbons would prove a 
shining ornamentin the ring. He has four- 
teen schools in his district and he gave the 
repairs on every one of them to Cudmore 
Bros. The amount paid the Cudmores on 
Gibbons’ schools amounted to $6,734.73, al- 
though Supt.

But Director Gibbons’ par- 
ticular offense is his zig-zag grate bar 
racket. Gibbons is agent for the Improved 
Zig-zag Grate Bar Co. of Chicago. For con- 
venience tn billing, so that the name of Gib- 
bons shall not appear, that of his partner, 


supposed to be 
grate bars, Thelast contract 
August was forthe renewal of grate bars in 
the Pope and O’Fallon Schools, the old bars 
being unfit for use. The price charged the 
School Board is $7 a square foot, just about $2 
a square foot higher than any other large 
purchaser is requiredto pay. The bills for 
the zig-zag grate bars are big and of frequent 
occurrence, and Director Gibbons and his 
committee vote cheerfully to pay them. When 
askedto rise and explain, Mr. Gibbons as- 
serted that he has nothingtodo withthe §&t.

WHY DID THEY Do IT? 

The POST- DISPATCH yesterday exposed the 

ecullar conditions governing the School 
soard’s career as a tenant. of property 
rented for additional school accommodations. 
Some of the facts given in the article were 
irresistibly suggestive of the boarda’s being 
susceptible of ‘‘pulis’’ in the selection of 
such rented property, and to-day there 
comes additional proof that some strange 
and otherwise unaccountabie selections have 
been made inthis respect. Mr. J. F. Stokes, 
secretary of a localimprovement association, 
in discussing this matter to-day, said: 

**In stating recently that the School Board 
had rented three small houses on Green Lea 
place to relieve the crowded condition of the 
schools, the Post-DISPpATCH madea mistake. 

They did not rent them on Green Lea place, 
as a committee requested them to do, but did 
rent rooms as above mentioned,some sixteen 
blocks distant from Green Lea place, paying 
arertal of $0 per month for 1,176 feet of 
floor surface, while we, the residents of this 
section who were desirous of the school for 
the convenience of some 300 small scholars, 
offered them 2,800 feet of floor surface for the 
same money, much Detter lighted andina 
far better locality to accommodate the school 
children, This we presented tothe Teachers 
Committee, personally, in the form of a 
petition having a total of 180 names 
signed thereto, with an appropriate number 
of children, represented by them at 270. Mr. 
Barstow was the chairman of the Teachers 
Comunittee on the first call at .their meeting 
by the committee appointed by the people In 
this vicinity. This Teachers Committee 
would not listen or did not heed. the prayers 
of the petitioners, and, morethan that, did 
not even treat them with that civility which 
should have been shown by them as parties 
elected to one of the positions as agents to 

rward the education of the people. 

‘*some of those learned men did not even 
know the locality. that we represented, nor 
did they seem tocare to know, as our rep- 
resentative from this, the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict, had not been present atany of their 
ieetings for sucha length of time they had 
forgotten that there was such a district. But 
we think they wil}l find out shortly that there 
is.

EMERGENCY REPAIRS SYSTEM. 


In April of each year the School eo | al 
gins its preparations for one of the most 
culiar, ineffective and loosely conducted 
‘‘round-ups’’ possible even to such a body as 
the present School Board. 

This remarkable annual event is known as 
the ‘‘summer repair season.’’ The details 
of the preposterous system under which it ts 
conducted, the dangerous and flagrantly 
misused power it places in the hands 
of certain members of the board, 
the lavish distribution of ‘‘repair contracts’’ 
under the emergency clause, and the final 
showing of the inefficiency of the system and 
its consequent waste of thousands of dollars 
of the public school funds, !s of a nature to 
shock even those most familiar with the 
wilfully reckless methods of School Board 
management as already exposed by the Post- 
DISPATCH, 

On the face of the showing made by the 
system under which the ‘‘summer repair 
season’’ exists, the Post-DI6PATCH Charges 
that the only reason for its existence is that 
it gives the freest and widest scope for 
‘*boodle combines’’ between school directors 


improved to the utmost. 
TO BENEFIT FAVORED CONTRACTORS. 

The proof supporting sucha charge Is that 
that the work of the ‘‘summer repair sea- 
son,’’ which ts supposed to place the schools 
in good condition and repair for one 
year to follow, does no’ such 
thing. It throws a tremendous 
amount of profitable jobbing inthe hands of 
favored contractors inand out ofthe board, 
and then it is followed by monthly repairs 
and tinkering in the schools, lasting through 
the whole school term, exactly as though 
there had been no ‘‘summer repair’’ work 
done with such a flourish of ‘‘emergency’’ 
trumpets. 

The ‘‘summer repair season’’ system works 
as foliows: Regulariyin April ofeach year, 
Superintendent of Construction Singleton 
sends to the principals of all the public 
schools a ‘‘repair blank.’’ Upon this blank 
the pricipal states just what repairs he con- 
siders necessary in his school in the 
way of carpentering, painting, brickwork, 
etc. The blank thus filled out is then re- 
turned to the office of Supt. Singleton, and 
from there goes into the appreciative custody 
of the school Board Building Committee. For 
the ‘‘summer repair season’’ the public 
scboois are divided into seven districts, and 
each member of the Bullding Committee is 
placed in sole charge of one of these districts. 
He is given the filled-in ‘‘repair blanks’’ 
returned by the principals of the schools in 
his district, and from that time on has auto- 
cratic control of the ‘‘summerrepair’’ work 
to be done in that district. 

The first gross unfairness of the system is 
that this summer work ts classed as ‘‘emer- 
gency work,’’and consequently does not have 
tobe bid for. This shuts out honest compe- 
tition and leavesthe [Public School Treasury 
atthe mercy of contractors. The next pal- 
pable fraud inthe system is that the School 
Director, who, asa member of the Building 
Committee, has charge of one district for the 
‘*‘summer repair season,’’ has the privilege 
extendedto him, by courtesy, of deciding 
what contractors shall do the work. 

The result of such @ system Is that regularly 
every summer there ts placed in the hands of 
seven members of the present School Boarda 
patronage comprising the distribution of be- 
teen $70,000 and $80,000 of the School Board 
money. They are responsible to nobody for 
their conduct; the money is there, and it 
is expected to be spent in 
‘*‘summer repairs,’’ as the seven members of 
the Building committee may decide, and to 
be paid to the contractors whom they may 
name. Sucha ‘*boodle patronage’’ may be 
made a valuable feature of the non-salaried 
position of school Director. 

The Building Committee consists of Jno. W. 
O’Connell, chairman; Ed J. O’Connor, Alex 
Cudmore, Thos J. Gibbons, Henry Bus, 
Henry Troll and Walter F. McEntire. The 
PosT- DISPATCH has a ready shown what may 
be expected of O’Connell, O’Connor and 
Cudmore with such a financial patronage at 
and it is unnecessary to dweil 
further on that feature of the ‘‘summier re- 
pairs’’ system. 

A WASTE OF SCHOOL BOARD MONEY. 

The startling feature of the system is that 
itis, on the very face of the published School 
Board reports, @ farce causing a yearly waste 
of over $70,000 of School Board money. The 
reason given for the inauguration of the 
‘*‘summer repair’’ system is that the two 
idle months between school terms is the only 
time when repair work on the schools can be 
done. The reason given for such work being 
classed as ‘‘emergency work’’ is that 
there is not time enough to al- 
low contractors to visit the schools, 
make thetr drawings and specifications, etc., 
and then bid for the work. So the contracts 
are dished out by the seven members of the 
Bullding Committee at thelr own sweet will, 
the ‘‘summer repair’’ work fs rushed through 
and $70,000 of the school fund vanishes into 
thin alr. 

Then comes the proof of the fraudulent na- 
ture of the ‘‘summer repair’’ work, It has 
been hurried through as ‘‘emergency work’’ 
on the piea thatthe summer season is the 
only time when such 'work can be done. 
liaving ‘‘done’’ it on that i basis, 
the schoo! Board then gives the 
lie to its own statements by continuing 
emergency repair work right through the 
schooltermstoan extent aggregating thou- 
sands of collars. 

SUPT. SINGLETON’S CONFESSION 

Superintendent of Construction Singleton 
is himself the authority for the statement 
that for the past three years such work, 
done after the grand summer ‘‘round up,’’ 
has amounted regularly to over $50,000 per 
year. 

‘*It goes on,’’ says Supt. Singleton, ‘‘ex- 
actly as if there had been no repair work 
done during the summer!’’ 

The reason why the Superintendent of Con- 
struction was ledto make such a Startling 
acknowledgment was that he was trying to 
prove that a much needed reform was about 
to be inaugurated. He says that for the 
future it is intended that no repairs, save the 
most urgent and imperative, shall be made 

nthe schools after the summer work has 
ended. This remains to be proved. 

According to Mr. Singleton’s acknowledge- 
ment, after the seven members of the Build- 
ing Committee have spent $70,0000n repair 
work done by their favorite contractors dur- 
ing the summer, the ‘‘work ofrepairs has, 
for the past three years, gone on through the 
school terms exactly asifno summer repair 
work had been done!’’ 

With John W. O’Connell, a painter, Chair- 
man of the Bullding Committee, reaching out 
after all the school a, jobs for his 
friends; with Ed ri O’Connor, 
for Fuller @& Warren, after all 
school heating and ventilating jobs, 
and with Alex. Cudmore of the carpentery 
firm of John Cudmore, or Cudmore Bros., 
after all the school carpentry work, this re- 
sult is not strange. The School Board places 
in the hands of these interested parties the 
sole and absolute dis 
work to be:Jdone in this annual *‘round-up,’’ 
and exacts from them no consideration for 
school interests or any interests save their 
own. With each of the three already proved 
to have lilegally benefited, om every possible 
occasion, by School Board contracts, what 
other result could bereached than that acci- 
dentally confessed by Superintendent of Con- 
struction Singleton? 

PRINCIPALS’ BLANKS. 

The school principals, in filling out their 
‘*repair blanks’’ work right into the hands 
of the ‘‘boodle’’ School Directors and 
their contract or firms and business 
associates. With great intelligence the 
principals, in those blanks, ask for every- 
ne in sight apparentiy,and send in a 
combined report of ‘‘repairs needed’’ which 
would wreck a Vanderbilt. Thusthe Bulla- 
ing Committee can, and does, scratch out a 
lot of the requests made t by the principals, 
an en virtuously protest: 

‘*We are anxious. fo make all the alleged 
repairs possible? My dear sir, we don’t make 
one half what the schools ask for! 

And after they have made what they al- 
lowed and spent $70,000 of the people's money 
in so doing, ‘‘the work of repairing schools 
goes on,’’ to quote Supt. Singleton’s words,

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FELL WITH A CRASH

An Accident at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Building To-Day. 


A HUGE WINDOW AND CASEMENT DROP 
TO THE FLOOR. 


Intense Excitement the Incident Created— 
Joseph M. Davidson and F. W. Aufder- 
heide Receive Slight Injuries—Infiu- 
ence of the Occurrence on the Exchange 


Amendment Vote. 


There was a creaking, a groaning, a crack- 
ing of wood fortwo or three seconds, and 
then a terrific crack on the floor of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange.; Hundreds of merchants 
were there at the time, andin an instant 
there was a. mad rush to get 
out of the hall. Men jostled and 
pushed each other about in their frantic 
efforts to reach the door leading out of the 
hall. About the time nalfof them got to the 
door the noise had subsided and shortly 
afterward the men, seeing that the building 
was still standing, beganto return to learn 
the cause of the crash. It was found 
that one of the huge windows 
above the gallery had fallen in, 
the sash and all coming with it. The ex- 
treme east window onthe south side of the 
building is what fell. 

THE CRASH WAS TERRIFIC. 

It is fully’ thirty feet high and about 
eighteen feet wide. In falling it struck the 
rail of the gallery and then shot downward 
toward the floor below. The noise it made 
when it crashed on some grain tables 
was terrific and most of the men 
who were on the floor at the time 
thought that at least one whole side 
of the building had fallen in. The falling 
mass had shattered into fragments the thick 
marble tops of two big grain tables, and 
crushed the leg of another so far into the 
floor that the top of thetableslidoff. The 
huge iron weights of the windows, each of 
which would tip the scale at a couple of bhun- 


dred pounds, sank deep into the floor, while | 


pleces of the wooden casement also crashed 
through the boards of the floor, tearing 
large holes in it and sinking to 
the depth of nearly a foot. 
The thick plate glass of the window was 
shattered into innumerable fragments and 
scattered over the floor foran area of sixty 
feet around. It was an awful wreck. The 
weight of the huge window with its weights 
and casement was enormous, and the force 
with which it fell was something terrific. 
Not only did the crash frighten the men on 
the floor of the Exchange, but it caused the 
crowd inthe Mining Exchange and bucket 
shop on the floor below to flee in terror from 
the building, for they thought the whole 
structure was coming down. 

Only two people were hurt by the accident 
and their injuries were very slight. These 
men were Joseph M. Davidson and F. W.Auf- 
derheide,two grain merchants. They were 
standing inthe extreme southeast corner of 
the building, just where the window fell, and 
although they heard the creaking and groan- 
for two or three seconds they did not think 
they would have time to escape by running 
for the door. So Davidson sprang behind 
a heaetr at the south -wall of the 
ey seer 5 while Aufderheide jumped back 
under the south gallery. When the window 
fell the shattered fragments of wood, marble 
and glass flew all around the two men, sev- 
eral pleces striking them. Davidson had bis 
hand slightly cut and was bDruised some 
about the back andleg bythe fiying debris, 
while Aufderheide had both his bands slight- 
ly cut and had broken the glass of one 
of his spectacies, which he had on 
at the time. Both had narrow 
escapes, but neither gentleman was much 
hurt, 

THOUGHT HE WAS LOST. 

‘*}] thought for atime,’’ remarked David- 
son afterward, ‘‘that 1 was checked through 
to the next world.’’ 

Mr. Davidson is one of the best known grain 
operators on the floor and Mr. Aufderhelde, 
who isan old man, isalsovery prominent in 
the graincorner. <A.T. Harlow andE. W. 
Leonhardt were also in the corner where the 
window fell just before the accident, but ran 
when they heard the Cvipeg Be groaning 
and were out of harm’s way fore the crash 
came. 

Itis very fortunate the accident did not 
occur later. It happened about twelve min- 
utes before ll o’cilock. Ati1l:30trading com- 
mences in the grain corner where the damage 
was done and hundreds of men are invariably 
gathered there. Had iteven occurreda half 
hour later than it did there would probably 
have been fully fifty men at the spot and 
most of them would assuredly have been in- 
jured and several no doubt killed. 

WILL INFLUENCE THE ELECTION. 

As soon as the excitement had died out 
men were set to work clearing away the 
debris, and Mr. Annan, who wasone of the 
architects of the building, was sent for to see 
if he could explain how the accident occured. 
The general theory was that the bullding had 
settled some and loosened the casement from 
the arch. Whatever the cause, it is apt to 
have a decided effect on {the proposition for 
the Merchants’ Exchange to buy the bullding. 
By a strange coincidence the amendment to 
permit the investment of the $600,000 surplus 
fund of the Exchange in a home for the body 
was being voted upon to-day. If this 
amendment carries, as it seemed pretty cer- 
tain it will, one proposition to be considered 
wasthe purchase of the present building. 
Since the accident, however, everybody 
favors buildinga new structure. It is now 
almost certain that the Exchange will vote 
to invest the surplus in real estate, as the 
members want to get out of the present 
quarters. They will insist on a new buliding, 
however, unless the feeling of to-day is 
checked in some way. 

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Architect Annan says the accident was due 
to neglect of the workmen in failing 
to Dali on the blocks which 
held the wingow in osition. 
These safeguards we on the window, but 
had never been nailed as they should have 
been. Part of the casement probabiy rotted 
or unsettled, and the accident occurred. The 
other windows will now be examined to see 
ifany more of them have been slighted in a 
similar manner by the workmen. 


The Amendment Carried. 

This morning the polls were opened on the 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange for the 
vote in reference to the change In the reserve 
fund rule, The amendment proposed author- 
izes the employment of the _ reserve 
fund for the purchase of real estate 


if three-fourths of the directors, and a ma- 
jority of the members agree to the propost- 
tion mad. According to the rules as originally 
drafted a three-fourths vote would be requi- 
site, and the object of the amendment was to 
doaway with the three-fourths provision. 
The scene on the floor was not 
nearly so animated as it has 
been on previous occasions when votes in re- 
gard to thereserve fund weretaken. The 
attendance was good, and there was little 
ublic canvassing, such as was carried on 
ing done on the quiet. The attendance was 
considerably larger than usual, but there was 
no excitement. The polls closed promptly 
at lp. m., andthe ballot boxes were taken 
to the directors’ room for the purpose of 
counting the vote.

The Women’s Auxiliary of the Missouri 
Diocese in Session. 


Miss EMORY, THE NATIONAL SECRE- 
TARY, ADDRESSES THE MEETING. 


The Objects of the Organization and Its 
Officers—Bishop Tuttle's Remarks— 
Business Transacted at the Afternoon 


Session—A Missionary’s Address—Re- 
ligious News of All Kinds. 


The Women’s Auxilliary of the Diocese of 
Missouri met at 10 o’clock this morning in 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, on Grand av- 
enue, near Olive street. Solemn religious 
services was celebrated by Rt. Rev. J. L. 
Tuttle, D.D., Bishop of this diocese, who 
also preached a short and instructive ser- 
mon. He suggested. three points to the 
society for consideration: ‘*Po plan, to be 
and todo.’’ He showed the society the great 
opportunities for earnest missionary work 
among women, andmadea strong plea for 
continued efforts by the auxilliary during the 
coming winter. The Woman’s Aurxiliiary is 
one of the most important bodies in the Epts- 
copal Church. It is, as its name indicates, a 
helping body> The members, by money 
offerings and parish work, assist the societies 
on Home and Foreign Missions. The organ- 
ization is national and hasa general board of 
officers with headquarters in New York. The 
officers of the St. Louis branch are Mrs. 
Bishop Tuttle, President; Miss Triplett, 


Secretary, and Mrs. Speck, Treasurer. Mrs. 
John W. Harrison, the vice-president, died 
withinthe month. Her successor will be ap- 
pointed before the close of the meeting to- 
day. . 

INTERESTING ADDRESSES. 

When services were over, Bishop Tuttle in- 
troduced Miss Emory, General Secretary of 
the Women’s Auxilliary of the United States. 
Miss Emory is a very pleasant and entertain- 
ing talker. She interested her auditors for 
half an hour with an explanation of the mo- 
tives the members of the Auxiliary should 
have for doing missionary work. At the 
close of her remarks Bishop Tuttle spoke en- 
couragingly of the large attendance, and ex- 
horted those present to remain faithful to 
their church duties. He spoke of the 
danger of allowing social pleasure 
to interfere with the duties the 
ladies had to perform as members of the 
Auxiliary and concluded by urging them all 
to take an active interestin St. Stephen’s 
Mission. 

At this hour the méeting adjourned for 
lunch, after which an informal reception was 
tendered Miss Emory, the General Secretary, 
and Miss Mary Maliles, the well-known mis- 
sioner from Osaka, Japan. Miss Mailes has 
been constantly employed for seven years 
amongthe women and girls of that country 
and is consequently entitled, according tothe 
missionary custom, to one year’s vacation, 
which she is now enjoying. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At 2 o0’clock the meeting was resumed anda 
business session held. The Auxijllary Society 
does but little work during the summer 
months, most of their labor being performed 
during the winter time. -Severtheless, 
the different parishes made reports 
showing that they had not been 
idie during the past few months. The so- 
ciety then hada very interesting discussion 
on ways and meansof mission work and 
formulated plans forthe winter. They were 
greatly assisted inthis by Miss Emory, who 
made a second a‘dress. Bishop Hugh Miller 
Thompson of Mississippi was tohave ad- 
dressed the meeting, but Bishop Tuttle an- 
nounced that he was unableto attend owing 
to a sudden attack of sickness. Miss Mary 
Mailesthen gavean interesting account of 
her life and labors inthe missionary fields in 
Japan. At the close of her remarks the so- 
ciety adjourned.

JUST PUNISHMENT. 
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M.S. Royalist In flicting It on Solo- | 
mon Islands Savages. 


RETALIATION FOR OUTRAGES COM- 
MITTED UPON BRITISH SUBJECTS. 


Cruel Persecutions Reported From Persia— 
Poor Marksmanship in the Navy—Wild 
Rumors Concerning the  Chilian 
Troubles With the United States— 
Theater Cornerstone Laid. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—Letters received from 
the Solomon group give particulars of the 
cruise of her Majesty’s ship Royalist among 
the islands, and the punishment inflicted by 
Capt. Davis on the natives for outrages com- 
mitted on British subjects. The vessel 
visited Rubiana, and byalittle st rategem 
Capt. Davis secured the chief, 
named Tooloo, from the village. 
Heis now a prisoner on board the Royalist, 
pending further inquiries. Robeli was 
next visited. It was at this yill- 
age that four boys belonging to 
the cutter Freak were masscred. 
Capt. Davis sent a message toChief Tono 
demanding that the murderers be handed 
overtohim. Recel ving no reply, he, much 
to the surprise of the natives, landed 
with a party of twenty-fiVe men and 
went to their village, five or six miles inland, 
where the Chief Tono was shot down. The 
chief, with several of his _ tribe, 
was observed prowling around the 
landing party, and it was evi- 
dent that the natives would have done 
further mischief had their leaders not been 
shot. The Village was burned, and 
before returning to the ship the 
men went along the coast about three 
miles south and destroyed two war canoes. 
The massacre of two natives belong- 
ing to the Sydney schooner 
Was reported to Capt. Davis at the 
isiands. They had been enticed away 
from their vessel and then killed. A chief 
named Parango, who turned Queen’s evi- 
dence in the Howard case, was brought 
on board the Royalist, but one 
night he suddenly disappeared, having, it 
is supposed, jumped overboard. The officers 
of the Royalist managed while at the island 
to trace tue whereabouts of a woman who 
had been stolen when the un- 
fortunate trader, Tom  Dabelle, was 
murdered two years ago. This man supplied 
some important imformation, which will 
doubtless lead to the arrest of the natives 
concerned in the murder. The Royalist is 
now at Cairns, but she is expected to return 
to the Solomon Islands to complete her work. 

MELBOURNE, Australia, Oct. 30.—Tne beauty 
show at the Olympic Theater was completely 
wrecked by an enraged mob. An immense 
crowd was present at the opening night and 
the style of beauty on exhibition not being 
upto their expectations they wrecked the 
place. The police were powerless to prevent 
the general wreckage that was carried On | 
and two of the employes had narrow escapes 
from being seriously injured in the melee.
